He declared that a "rum oligarchy1 


oilttod In Bristol that wan banded for the 
purpose of stifling the invading of tht 
trade by any new competitor in the liquoi 
field; that the attorneys of the town were 
sympathetic with the alliance and that the 
ladies of the W. 0..

•n in tha Progress of Woman. 


The first organization of women in the 


United States was that formed by woman 
suffragists. 
Tho first college graduates, 


the first women speakers, the first peti- 
tioners to legislatures for better law for 
women, were woman suffragists. 


When Ernestine L. Rose,' in 1836, wish- 


ed to petition the New York Legislature 
to give married women the right to can- 
,rol their own property, she could flnd in 
the whole State but five women to join 
with her. 


A half-century has rolled by and the re- 


sults of this movement are so complete, 
hat many a woman grasps the privileges 
and liberties of today without tbe slight- 
est thought that other women bore the 
brunt of a cruel world's bitterest condem- 
nation, that she might possess them. She 
akes her college degrees, forgetful that 
when this movement began the world 
lonestly believed that women did not pos- 
ess physical health or mental strength 
ufficient to master a college course. She 
reely speaks in public, forgetful 
that 


ther women were mobbed and "rotten 
gged" before the public would tqlerate 
uch liberty. 
She enters business and 


irofessions, collects her wages, manages 
fortunes, buys and sells, forgetful that 
none of these privileges would be hers, 
had not other women plead her cause. 
She attends her club, forgetful that the 
first organizations were compelled to live 
down the public conviction, that women 
only sought "notoriety by making them- 
selves consplcuoua before men." 


Happily the old common Jaw has been 


largely replaced by rational statutes and 
few of tbe old humiliating and oppressive 
conditions remain, thanks to the courage, 
tbe persistency, and the logic of that band 
of early woman suffragists, most of whom 
have passed on to their reward.

REPLY TO COMMITTEE OF FIFTY. 


TEMPEBAXCS IDUCATIOM IN'iHRSCHOOLa THK 


RATION'S BVLWABK AGAINST ALCOHOL. 
« 


The Committee of Fifty recently published 


the report of the Physiological Sub-Com- 
mittee iu which the latter attack the present 
system of scientific temperance instruction 
now universally required in the public 
schools of this country. 


The review of the abo»e report, entitled 


"A Reply to the Physiological Sub-Commit- 
tee of the Committee of Fifty," has been 
made a government document by unanimous 
consent of the Tailed States Senate, on 
motion of Senator GUlKuger of New Hamp- 
shire. Senator Gallinger, VUo was a phy- 
sician of wide repute before he entered 
.political life, and is therefore accustomed to 
judge of these matters from a -Bciealific 
standpoint says: 


'"It has been a pleasure to me to give 


wider circulation to this- magnificent Reply 
than it would have received .bad not tbe 
Senate placed it* seal of approval on it." 


This Reply, a twenty-eight page pamph- 


let, shows ih»t the grounds on which the 
Sub Committee base-«tieir proposal to over- 
throw this system of temperance instruction 
•re fallacious: 


First, Iu attempting to secure 
foreign 


opinions on this subject, the Sub-Committee 
misrepresented the amount of time required 
as 260 hours for tb« niudy of alcohol. In 
fact, only 330 lessons (the equivalent of 
about 140 hours) distributed through nine 
years, tmthe maximum requirement for the 
whole subject of physiology and hygiene, 
not more than one fourth (and usually not 
more than one-fifth) of which is"ever re- 
quired to be given to alcoholic drinks and 
other narcotics. 


Second, The Sub-Committee's chief criti- 


cisms upon the school liteature on this sub- 
ject are that it leaches total abstinence and 
that alcohol U not a food but a poison. 


The Reply shows that the Sub-Committee 


present no evidence proving alcohol a food 
in the sense iu which this word is oomrasn- 
ly understood, that is a substance whose 
nature it is when absorbed into the blood to 
nourish the body without injuring it. The 
conclusion of the Sub-Committee that alcohol 
is a food because it is oxidized in the body 
and furnish energy, i» contradicted by many 
authorites who agree with Professor von 
Voit of Munich^quoted iu the Report of the 
Sub-Committee, that, 


"A substance may be consumed by the body 


and liberate energy, aad yet be harmful." 


Other poisons are oxidized ia the body 


yet are never culled foods. 


The Sub-Committee present no evidence 


proving that alcohol is not a poison accord- 
ing to standard definitions of » poison, that 
is, a substance whose nature it is when ab- 
sorbed into the blood lo injure health aad 
destroy life. 


As to the so called moderate use of alco- 


holic drinks, the Sub-Committee produced 
no proof that it is safe. 
Whether one is sus- 


ceptible to such drinking "one finds out," 
Vnly by playing a game of chance with his 
.life, which is a dangerous experiment." 
• The Sub Committee to sustain their charge 
that the endorsed physiologies are unscien- 
tific, instead of comparing these books with 
results of recent investigation compared them 
with opinions which, in many c,iges, are old, 
discordant, or unsupported by modern in- 
vestigations. 


Third, The Sub-Committee suggest (hat 


the schools should Bach ' that when [alco- 
holic drinks are] taken habitually, it should 
only be at meals and, as a rule, with 'the 
last meal of the day." 
The Reply says this 


suggestion "implies approval of alcohol, be- 
ing thus taken. Not until itis proved that, 
alcohol thus drunk does not have the power 
to create an uncontrollable, and destructive 
Desire for more will teaching be scientifically 
or ethically safe.'11 The man who drinks 
with meals or after the day's work is done 
is finding one business door after auother 
closed to him. 


Fourth, The Sub-Committee's recommen- 


dation to confine this instruction to older 
pupils, especially those in the high sohoo's, 
the Reply shows would postpone ill n many 
cases until after cigarette and other bad 
habits had been formed, and would deprive 
of any warning inslruo'ion on this subject 
great numbers who leave school to go to 
work before they reach the upper grades 


Fifth, Attention is called to the fact that' 


the Sub-Committee, claiming there are prac- 
tically no good results from this Instruction, 
ignored testimony to its beneficial results 
elicited recently in a careful canvass of New 
York State, testimony which was sent to 
every member of of the Committee ot Fifty 
nearly eight months before the publication 
of their report. 


Similarly, the Sub-Committee ignored the 


increase in the average length of 4jfe and 
the decrease iu the rate of gain in tbe per 
capita consumption of alcohol during the 
past decade to which this instruction, which 
became general during that decade, may be 
said to have contributed. 


It is recognized in our own anil other 


lands that the teaching in the public schools 
-Uiat alcohol injures working abi'ity has con- 
tributed to the greater sobriety of the Amer- 
ican workman, and to his consequent in- 
creased productive ability, which- is one 
factor in giving our nation its commercial 
prosperity. 


After briefly reviewing the other papers 


in the"Sub-Committee's Report, tbe Reply 
concludes: 


'•Th« experimental and other investiga- 


tions concerning the physiological action of 
alcohol iu the Report of tbe Committee of 
Fifty do not prove the present system of 
temperance instruction 'unscientific' or 'un- 
desirable,' and the opinion of the Sub-Com- 
mittee that is undesirable reveals a deplor- 
able insensibility to the grave moral perils 
of that moderate drinking which the in- 
struction the Sub Committee recommend 
would, The American public is too intelli- 
gent, too patriotic, anil too conscientious lo 
have adopted this movement hastily or to

The beaver is not shy where he is not 


hunted and acquires confidence in a 
friendly watcher sooner than any oth- 
er animal I know. Strangers or unusu- 
al clothes on a person to whom they 
have become accustomed alarm them, 
though, like dogs, they can apparently 
identify an acquaintance by scent. 


The beaver's sense of smell is very 


acute, for he is able to scent a man 
200 yards a^ay, and his~ eyesight is 
also most keen, but he seems to be dull 
of hearing when at work, nnd I ha\e 
often walked to within a few feet of 
one while he was cutting wood. How- 
ever, their method of warning each 
other of danger is by slapping or 
"smothering" the water with the long, 
flat tail which is so characteristic a 
feature of the animal and which not 
only helps him In swimming, but is 
used for carrying mud. If a Inrge ani- 
inal appears at a place where beaveis 
want to work or feed the latter will 
often "smoihet" the water continually, 
one after mother Joining in, till the in 
trader is sealed away.
